and then fays, bis Papers ave fufficiently juftified 
by ile Reception they have met with. But you 
konow, that general Reception is hardly ever @ Proof 
of Truth; almoft always a ftrong Proof of Prejudices. 
‘The Examiner, which was a Paper built upon the 
Ruins of Liberty and Publick Virtue ; = Paper, 
which infamoufly run down the beft Adminijira- 
tion, and juftified the svorff; yet met with a ges 
neval Reception: It was greedily read and bought 
up, tho" wrote in direé&t Oppofition to Truth, 
and to the moft wife, honeft, and fuccefsful 
Meafures that ever the Kingdom was blefs‘d 
with. 

The general Reafon, which the Craft/man gives 
you for his Writings, is, “* That they were underta- 
‘* ken in your Caufe; That our Foreign and Do- 
“ meftick Affairs were fo ill managed, that it 
“ was a proper Seafcn to rife up in Defence of 
“ our National Interefts, and to animate our 
“ Countrymen with a becoming Zeal on fo me- 
* Jancholly an Occafion ; ‘That he caine [0 1e- 
“ vive the ancient Spirit of Liberty, which he 
“* elegantly calis the Paadium of our Conftitution ; 
“ and was fent on purpofe to route you from 
** that State of Supinenefs, Indolence, and Le- 
** thargy, which you were unhappily fallen into. 
But here Mr. D’Anvers miftakes your Cafe; what 
he calls a Lethargy in you, was only a wife Ac- 
quicfcence, and juft Submiffion: The People were 
not indeed fo hot as him and his Fellow-Labour- 
eis; fo inflamed with Refentment, nor fo mad 
with Ambition ; but they were never more /enfi- 
ble of Liberty, not did they ever feem more ai/- 
pofed to watch and guard it. ‘This, therefore, is 
only a Pretence; he abufed you, that he might 
have an Occafion to gratify his Malice againft the 
Government. 

But becaufe he pleads the Situation of our 
Affairs to fupport bis Defign; and jultifies bis Com- 
du in carrying on this Defign, by affirming 
“* That general Principles of Liberty were the Foun- 
“* dation of all bis Arguments; and, the Intereft 
“* of Great Britain the fole Objet of bis Cave,” 
we will examine into bis Defign and Condutt, and 
Jay them both fairly before you, that when you 
read what he fays for himfelf, and what we fay 
of a you may be able to judge who is in the 
right. : 

The true and veal Defign of the Writers of the 
Craftjman hath been, to get the Minifiry remowed ; 
this, and this only, hath been sheir Defign, 
which they have carried on without the leaft 
Regard to Truth, Honour, or Juftice. That this 
has been their ole Defign, appears from their Con. 
uF or Attions, which are the furef?, perhaps the 
only Marks, by which we can judge of Defigns. 
Their 4@iens, from the Beginning to the End, 
have been thefe ; to ridicule, but never reafon 
about all our foreign Affairs ; to expofe and 
make a Jeft of every Negotiation, Treaty, or 
Meafure we have entered into thefe five or fix 
Years » to praife thofe who entered into Alliances 
againft us, and difprace thofe who were allied 
with us; to rejoyce at every National Misfor. 
fine ; ¢o mourn, repine at, and grow angry 
With every fuccefsful Event ; to put every thin 


and every thing againft the Government in the bef; 


and to labour, with great Anxiety, to find faule 
with whatever tended to publick Honour and 
Urility. This has been the Condu& of thefe Au- 
thors, who gravely tell you, they have wrote in 
your Caufe, and been zealous Contenders for the Good 
of the Nation. Thus have tbey behaved them- 
felves, as to Foreign Affairs ; but in Domeftick Af- 
fairs much worfe. All Mr, Oldcaftle’s Papers 
were publifhed with the moft wicked Defign 
that ever entered the Heart of Man; which 
was fo infinuate into the Minds of the Peo- 
ple, that their Liberties were in danger, that 
their Properties were going to be invaded, and 
that the Court was in a Confpiracy to fubvert 
and defiroy the Conftirution: This we call the 
moft wicked Defign that ever entered the Heart of 
Man, becaufe ‘tis a Defign to create fealoufies and 
Sujpicions ot a Government, which never gave one 
Sign of a Defite to attempt any thing upon our 
Rights ; a Government, which hath facredly and 
inviolably maintained our Liberties, which hath 
made the Laws of the Land the ftanding Meafure 
ot Public A&tion, and which hath conftantly fhewn 
the highet! Regard to the Conftitution in all its 
Branches; and yet, agwinft this Government, 
and in this Reign under which we enjoy our 
Liberties in the fulle Senfe poffible, the Drum 
has been beaten, and the Alarm given to look 
about us, to be upen our Guard and ftand to our 
Arms ; we have bec loudly called upon to a- 
wake out of our Letharzick Dream, to roufe up 
the ancient Martial Spirit, and bravely contend 
pro Aris EP Focis, when there is nothing to con 
rend about, nor fo much as the Shadow of a 
Power employ'd ‘o hus us, Is not this doing the 
greateft poflible Mifchef to toe Community ? 
to taife Difrufts and Fealoufies, when there is no 
Caufe ; and to labour to make the People uneafy, 
when they have the ftrongeft Reafons imaginable 
to be the happief People upon Earth? To this 
fame infamous End have our Taxes been magnified, 
our Debts increafed, our Trade decry"d, and ou 
Poor reprefented ftarving. To this End, even while 
they have been profeffing Loyalty co their Prince, 
they have moft fcandaioufly tra‘uced and reviled 
his Majefty and the Royal Family: The Hautes 
of Parliament have been charged with being 
bribed, and corrupted, to dettroy our Liberties ; 
tho” they never gave one Inftance of the leaft 
Defign againft our Liberties. In a word, tho” 
our Foreign Affairs were never more cautioufly 
and prudently conduéted, to avoid War, and pre- 
Serve the Peace of Europe; and tho’ our Home Af- 
fairs were never managed with more Honour to 
the Adminiftration, or with greater Juftice to the 
People; yet they have both been che conftant 
Subje& of all the Satire and Billingfgate, which 
the moft envenom’d and rancour’d Writers could 
invent, or were able ro throw out. 

By all rhefe Things, you may judge of the true 
Defign of the Authors of the Craft/man ; by their 
Fruits you may know them. Take not theic Words, 
but judge impartially by their AGions; and then 
you will fee, that their fole End hath been to get 
themfelves into Power, tho’ at the Expence of the 
Nation's Happinefs: “Tis not your Caufe, the 
Caufe of Liberty and Virtue, which they have been 
pleading, but the Caufe of their own Paffioms and 
Refentment : They have been Drudges indeed, but 
not, as they fay, i your Service; but infamous 
Drudges in the Service of the Nation's worft Enc- 
mics. 

‘Thus much we have thought neceffary to fay, 
to the general Defign and Conduit of the Authors 
of the Craft/man : We hall conclude with a few 
Remarks wpon the other Parts of the Dedica- 
tion. 

Mr. D’Anvers, with great Humility, fays, that

This is Mr. D'Anvers’s Teflimony of bimfelf, and 
is juft as truly, as modeftly \aid. But now hear 
our Opinion of thefe four Years ProduGtions of 
the Authors of the Craftfman, which we will give 
with great Impartiality and Juftice. 

It is fo far from being true, that the Craft/man 
Contains Variety of ufeful Infiruétions, that there 
never was a Paper, carried on fo long, and fo ge-~ 
nerally received, in which was Je/s Infiruion. 
There are but very few Papers, in the Two or Three 
Hundred which make up the SevenVolumes, wrote 
upon general Plans ; or which contain Difcourfes, 
fupported by Reafon and Argunzent, upon Nateral, 
Moral, or Political Subjets.

If 
vou sead Cato, he intorms your Judgment, warms 
the Imagination, roufes all che Paflions, and 
makes the Heart glow with Sentiments of Huma- 
nity and Publick Virtue , he always leaves us wifer 
or better Meo. Read the Craft/man, and you'll 
find chofe few Sentiments which are true, not 
great; they contain nothing uncommon ; nor do 
they make their Way inro the Soul by the Force 
of Imagery, ot Dignity of Exprefion: The In- 
ttru&tion, thin as ‘tis fown, is low, and not 
above the Notice of the moft Vulgar Minds; 
tie Language, tho” eafly, yet wmnero'd; the 
Wit and Humour, often degenerate into Ribal- 
dry; and che Satire into Bidingfeate: Jor has 
any thing fupported it, but lively perfonal Abufe, 
and pert faucy Malice againft one Gentleman ;

Extra of a Letter from Blandford in Dorfetfhire, | 
dated June 8, 1731. 

On Friday lat a Fire broke our in this Town, 
at a Soap-Boiler’s, and in a few Hou.s Time con 
fumed the whole Town, Chu ch and ail, tothe | 
Ground. There are but fix Houfes @anding, be- 
Ic is impoffible 
to exprefs the difmal Condision which they are 
seduced to; nor had they Time to fave any of 
ther EffeSts ; for whilit tney went to view the 
Place where it firft began, the Wind, which was 
very high, blew Flakes of burning Thatch upon 
Houles, even at a hundred Yards Dittance ; and 
it bring fuch a dry Time, the Fire ummediately 
kindled at all the Ends, and in all the Parts of 
the Town. 

Poor $ and J are in a deplorable State, 
having loft all their large Subftance ; and Hun- 
dreds befides, from good Circumfances, are re- 
duced to nothing. The Flames were fo fudden 
and violent, that it was impoffible for any Body 
to fave any Thing ; aod feveral loft their Lives 
by tadeavouring it. Great is the Calamity of 
rhe Whole. ‘The Small Pox too being rife here, 
many labouring under that Diftemper were car. 
ried in their Beds into the Fields, and are dead. 
Ochers at the Height of the Diftemper died of the 
Fright in the Streets. The rett are @ill lament- 
ing their fad Condition in the Fields all round 
the Town, without any Nourifhment, or Cover- 
ing, but what they are relieved with from the 
Towns and Parifhes round them. My poor 
Friend Mrs. D of S——, who was before 
under the deepeft Affli&tion for the Death of her 
only Child, is now tunk as low as Death itflf, 
by the additional Trouble of her Brorher’s entire 
Ruin.
